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REPORT. 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it Please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
appointed under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th Year of Your Majesty’s 
Reign, intituled, “ An Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests in Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to Your 
Majesty this our second Report. 

2. The first Schedule to this Report annexed, contains the dates of the several 
meetings of our body, held since the 31st of December, 1845, together with the 
names of the members present thereat respectively. We beg, however, to add, 
that in addition to these meetings, the legal members of the Board have 
frequently met at our Board room to consider details of business principally 
involving questions of law, and likely to occupy too much time at our general 
meetings; and also that many of the more complicated questions that arose 
from time to time before us were referred to individual members for considera- 
tion, but in no case has any decision been arrived at, except at a meeting of the 
Commissioners duly convened pursuant to the Act. 

3. We beg to annex to this our Report, in Schedule No. 2, a copy of the 
abstract of our accounts in the several charities under our administration for the 
year ended 31st December, 1845, certified by the Chief Remembrancer of Your ' 
Majesty’s Exchequer in Ireland, as directed by the provisions of the said Act, 
and in Schedule No. 3 will be found a copy of the certificate of the Commissioners 
for Auditing the Public Accounts of the audit of that portion of our funds subject 
to their inspection. 

4. Since the date of our last Report, we have recovered, on account of 
Charities withheld, concealed, or misapplied, various sums, amounting to 
£3,103 8s. 2d. 3^ per cent, stock, £1,032 &?. 4c?. consols, and £578 9s. 10 d. cash, 
as specified in Schedules 4 and 5 to this our Report annexed. We have also 
established our title to annuities and rents, amounting annually to £117 13,?. 10c?., 
the particulars of which are mentioned in Schedule No. 8, marked thus t. We 
have further to state, that in numerous instances complaints have been preferred 
to us of Charities having been withheld, concealed, or misapplied, in which, by 
our intervention, the causes of complaint have been removed, and the Charity 
funds have been duly applied, without it having become necessary to institute 
legal proceedings. There are, however, suits pending for the recovery of with- 
held charities, some of which have been instituted since the date of our last 
Report, w r ith the sanction of Your Majesty’s Attorney-General for Ireland, 
pursuant to the provisions of the Act. 

5. The total amount of the trust funds now under our care and control, vested 
in Government and other securities, is set forth in the 6th and 7th Schedules 
annexed to this Report, the particulars of which, together with the objects of 
each trust fund, will be found in Schedules 10 and 11, also annexed. 

6. The annual amount of rents or annuities under our guardianship is given 
in Schedule No. 8, which also specifies the particular amount of each, with the 
names of the testator or donor by whom created, the source from whence each 
is derived, and the object of each trust. 
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7. In Schedules 4 and 5, will also be found Returns of the various sums in cash 
and’ Government stock, received by us from the 31st December, 1845, to the 25th 
March 1847, showing from what sources same have been derived; and in 
Schedule No. 9, a Return of grants made to us under the 15th section of the 
Act, specifying the trusts for which those grants were made. 



8. In our last Report we referred to the large claim made against us for costs, 
principally incurred by the late Commissioners to their solicitors. The greater 
portion of these costs still remains unpaid, amounting to £4,697 15*. 8c?., all of 
which have been taxed and ascertained, save and except a bill for miscellaneous 
costs amounting to the sum of £414 14.9. 2 </., which has not been taxed, in con- 
sequence of a letter from the Treasury, dated 27th March, 1845. No fund is 
specially provided for the payment of these costs by the recent Act, and the annual 
' parliamentary grant made to the late Board for the payment of costs and other 
purposes has been discontinued. There are at our disposal the funds specified in 
Schedule No. 12, which it might be alleged could be appropriated in part payment 
of these costs ; however, by reference to that Schedule and to a Report now in 
preparation and about to be presented by us to the Lords Commissioners of Your 
Majesty’s Treasury, it will appear, as we think, that the interest only of _ the 
£1,397 13-9. stock in that Schedule mentioned could with propriety be so applied; 
but even though all the sums in the said Schedule No. 12 were so applied, there 
would remain a very large sum due to the said solicitors, and which we entertain 
a strong opinion should not be permitted to remain longer unpaid. 



9. We have entered into a correspondence with the said Lords Commissioners 
on this subject, and are about to forward to them a full report of our views, and 
we beg humbly to state to Your Majesty it will be impossible for us to execute the 
powers vested in us by the Legislature, unless funds be' provided to discharge 
these costs, as well as those incurred and to be incurred by us, in proceedings for 
the recovery of charities withheld, concealed, or misapplied. 

10. We have also been in correspondence with the Lords Commissioners of Your 
Majesty’s Treasury as to the claim of William Peter Mathews, esq., the treasurer 
of the late Commissioners, for services rendered to them in that capacity, as men- 
tioned in our former Report, and in the course of that correspondence we stated to 
their Lordships that in our opinion it would not be just or proper to require 
Mr. Mathews to pay on foot of his accounts, as treasurer of the late Commis- 
sioners, more than the sum of £225 7s. 11c?., which sum Mr. Mathews expressed 
his willingness to pay when directed so to do ; and we have to report that Mr. 
Mathews has, in pursuance of an order by us made for that purpose, paid to us 
the said sum of £225 7s. Ilf?., and we submit to Your Majesty that under the 
circumstances of the case, as detailed in our last Report, and in our correspondence 
on this subject with the Lords of the Treasury, it would not be right or proper 
to require Mr. Mathews to pay any further sum than £225 7s. 11c?. on foot of his 
accounts as treasurer of the late Commissioners. 



11. All which we submit as our Report to Your Most Excellent Majesty, and 
in testimony thereof have caused our corporate seal to be hereunto affixed the 
13th day of April, 1847.

This sum was the last annual Parliament- 
ary grant for the expenses of the late 
Board, voted in the year 1844, and 
still remains in the Treasury. 

A balance on foot of the cash to the credit 
of what was called the Private Account 
of the late Commissioners, consisting 
principally of the unappropriated bal- 
ances of former annual Parliamentary 
grants, of similar amount with preced- 
ing (No. 1). 

This sum was transferred to the guardian- 
ship of the late Board, in the year 1815, 
by the then Archbishops of Cashel and 
Tuam; and, as appears by the only 
document we have discovered relating 
thereto, this fund was so transferred to 
the then Board “ to assist them in re- 
covering, by law, Embezzled Charities.” 

Ever since its transfer, the capital has 
not been broken in upon, so far as we 
can ascertain, the practice of the late Board 
basing been to apply the dividends only 
to the purposes of the trust; it may, there- 
fore, be a question, whether, after so long 
a practice, which may be evidence of the 
original trust, the capital ought now to be 
applied by the Board towards the payment 
of the costs remaining due by the late 
Commissioners. 

Hitherto the Commissioners have ac- 
counted with the Audit Office for the 
Interest of this £1,397 13s. Stock, but as 
there is no longer any annual Parliament- 
ary grant for costs, this sum cannot pro- 
perly be introduced in future in their 
accounts with the Audit Office, but should 
be accounted for in their “ Charity 
Account.” 

This was transferred to the credit of the 
present Board from the Court of Chan- 
cery, as a repayment, out of the fund 
realized in Dr. Lill’s charity, of the 
amount of costs and expenses advanced 
from time to time by the late Board from 
their “ Private Account” on account of 
the said Dr. Lill’s charity. 

This is the amount of various sums deducted 
from several charity funds by the present 
Board to meet costs due to the Solicitors.
